NEW ERA AT HOLYROOD. 


Return of British Court to Edinburgh's 
Ancient Castle—Has Been Kept 
in Good Repair. 


The announcement that His Majes- 
ty will hold court at Holyrood after 
the coronation festivities next June 
means a good deal to Edinburgh, 
While Queen Victoria on several oc- 
casions visited the ancient palace, 
she never took up her residence there, 
nor have any royal functions been ; 
held within its walls since the visit 
of George IV. to Scotland in 1822. 

King Edward is no stranger to 
Holyrood. Ie stayed there for al 
few days toward the end of 1859, 
Wuile he was a student at Edinburgh 
University. It was on that occasion 
when his tutor conferred with Dr, 
Leonard Schmitz, rector of the Royal 
High School, and Dr. Lyon Playfair 


as to the course of His Royal High- 
ness’ studies. 
Save for the royal visit in 1871, 


and the annual functions of the Lord 
High Commissioner, the palace has 
since been uninhabitated. It is still, 
however, kept in good repair, and a 
few months ago the royal apart- 
ments were put in the hands of de- 
corators and upholsterers. 

For some years several noble 
Scotch families, including that of the 
Duke of Argyll and that of the Earl 
of Breadalbane, have had the right 
to inhabit the palace, but the apart- 
ments allotted to them have been re- 
stored to the royal use, so that King 
Edward and his court will not be 
unduly hampered for room. Queen 
Alexandra has only been once at 
Holyrood. That was shortly after 
her marriage, 


Beginning at the Top. 

‘The career of the English labor 
leader, Henry Broadhurst, M.P., has 
not been lacking in humorous _ inci- 
dents, one of which, as he tells it in 
his recent autobiography, ‘From a 
Stone Mason’s Bench to the Treas- 
ury Bench,’’ has a pleasant, if faint, 
flavor of mystery. 

Mr. Broadhurst plied his trade on 
the outside of the House of Parlia- 
ment; also, while living at Little 
more, near Oxford, on some of the 
college buildings. After entering 
Parliame at he had some conversation 
with the senior member for the uni- 
versity, the late Sir John Mowbray, 
who represented Oxford from 1868 
till his death in 1899, in course of 
which Sir John remarked: 

“You seem to have a great deal of 


knowledge about the various col- 
leges.’’ 
“Yes,”’ returned Mr. Broadhurst, 


“T have been at Christ Church.’’ 

A look of bewildered incredulity 
passed over Sir John’s benevolent 
countenance, followed by one of pity 
mingled with pain at the thought 
that the labor leader was trying to 
delude him into a belief that he had 
been a student at the house. His re- 
lief was instantaneous and percepti- 
ble, when Mr. Broadhurst explained: 

“My connection with Christ Church 
was confined to the roof, where I as- 
sisted in fixing a number of new 
chimney pots.’’ 


Alexandra’s Kindness, 


During the nearly forty years of 
her life in England, the Queen has 
been instrumental, directly or — in- 
directly, in obtaining subscriptions 
to philanthropic and charitable werk 
to the extent of $250,000,000. Ller 
sweetness, generosity, sympathy and 
thoughtfulness are proverbial and are 
reflected in her face as they are rad- 
iated by her life. She is deeply re- 
ligious and is charitable and care- 
ful in her judgment, rarely express- 
ing condemuation of anv one. She 
loves informality and is always to be 
seen by those in trouble. As Prin- 
céss of Wales she regularly visited 
the hospitals and made the poor her 
special charge. 

A story told to illustrate her kind- 
ness of heart is that of an elderly 
lady in waiting to her mother, the 
late Queen of Denmark. In cne of 
King Christian’s weekly letters to 
his daughter he wrote that the old 
lady was dying and that her one 
lust Wish was to speak again to 
her ‘‘dear Princess Alex.’’ At that 
time it was impossible for Alexan- 
dra to leave England, but she spoke 
a long, tender message of love and 
hope and remembrance into a pho- 
nograph and sent it by special cour- 
jer to Copenhagen.

In later life he was an absolute 
enigma to his friend, Prince DBis- 
marck when he _ visited him at 
Friedrichsruhe, the capacity. of the 
later for beer and tobacco being well 
known. <A inan who never smoked 
at table, only just tasted one or 
two of the most simple dishes, and 
drank only a glass of one kind of 
wine, always mixed with water, and 
never took a glass of beer between 
incals, was a study worthy of some 
attention and much admiration. In 
his own house his cook had as much 
trouble to prepare simple dishes that 
he would eat as he would have had 
to concoct rich dishes for another 
person. Many days, during times 
of political stress, he hardly ate at 
all, but was always regular in his 
times of going to meals. ‘‘Regular- 
ity and abstinence are the secret of 
life,’’ he has been heard to say; and

OF SUFFERING , 


Descriptive and Highly Spicad Article 
About Him=M. Germain Bapst 
in the Paris Figaro, 


The Paris Figaro recently contain- 
ed u descriptive and highly-spiced ar- 
ticle on Lord Kitchener, by M. Ger- 
main Bapst, who is by family ties 
in close touch With officials. The 
tone of the article may be judged by 
one or two extracts. It starts with 
a sketch of the conqueror of Khar- 
toum, with some thoroughly French 
touches, us, for instance, the follow- 
ing: 

“Do not speak of women to this 
man, who is devoured by ambition. 
This superb specimen of humanity, 
who might be credited with number- 
less feminine conquests, does not un- 
derstand Woman. He is insensible to 
her charms, her grace and her beau- 
ty. He prefers not to have officers 
under his command who are married 
or who are noted lady-killers. The 
man who is attached to a woman 
consecrates to her a portion of his 
life, whilst those who serve under 
Lord Kitchener must be lemons from 
which he can squeeze all the juice.’’ 

Evidently, says The London Chron- 
icle’s correspondent, commenting on 
the article, the writer imagines that 
modern Warfare ought to include the 
amorous gallantry of mediaeval 
knighthood; and the general tone of 
the article mdicates that sentiment- 
alism which seems to have been for- 
gotten in Madagascar and elsewhere. 
Lord Kitchener neglects the wound- 
ed and treats the sanitary service as 
an obstruction. He is such a thor- 
ough ‘‘condottiere’’ that he looks 
ungainly in ordinary gentlemanly at- 
tire. He is, in a word, more of a 
machine than a man. The following 
passage is of a serious turn: 

“As a General, ‘Machine’ Kitchener 
has produced nothing literary. His 
orders and despatches are not drawn 
up in the studied form of a Napoleon 
or a Wellington. In a couple of 
lines the operations are reported, or 
the results only are telegraphed. On 
the other hand, when Lord Kitchener 
is in the leisure of private life he is 
not insensible to art, literature or 
lofty thought. Far from that, on 
the day he was named Sirdar he 
chose a house in the most agreeable 
district of Cairo and filled it with 
the treasures of eastern art and with 
musterpieces by artists of Damascus 
depicting the grand epoch of Islam- 


ism. When ordered off to the Urans- 
vaal these were all sold by auction, 
with the mansion that cuntained 
them.” 


M. Germain Bapst faintly refutes 
the charges of cruelty in which 
French papers hourly revel. Te con- 
cedes, however, that the hero of Om- 
durman is not a Bayard, or even a 
Napoleon, and concludes thus: 

“Kitchener is above all a man of 
action. If England remains at peace 
with the world-his mission will be 
over and he will remain effaced. Ii, 
on the other hand, she goes into 
new wars, he will be the General 
most adapted to achieve good re- 
sults, but probably according to 
principles which are not those of our 
age,”’ 


Studying Monkeys. 


The new monkey house of the Zoo 
when completed will probably serve 
to increase the already deep inter- 
est which is always manifested in 
the ways and works of ‘‘our poor 
relations.’’ Ther burlesque — or 
shall I call it a tolerably close imi- 
tation?—of poor humanity which our 
quadrumanous — neighbor exhibits 
proves an  unvarying - source of 
afumusement to the public, while it 
affords a subject of intense interest 
to the zoologist. I often think that 
were visitors to the Zoo to peruse 
such a work as that of Romanes on 
“Animal Intelligence,’’ their na- 
tural history rambles might be 
made both more profitable and more 
instructive, especially where the in- 
telligence of the ape tribe is con- 
cerned. I confess I never visit Mon- 
key Mansion without recalling to 
mind Darwin's story of the keeper, 
who, being attacked by a fierece 
baboon, had a little monkey as a 
friend who came to the rescue, the 
poor little ape biting and attacking 
his savage brother in the endeavor 
to succor his human friend. One 
advantage of the new house will be 
the bringing together of all species 
of monkeys, including the higher 
kinds (represented by the orangs, 
chimpanzees, gorillas, and gibbons); 
these last, as visitors know, have 
hitherto been housed in another part 
of the gerden.—The London Chron- 
icle. :
